Want Cooperation of Sportsmen 
With Autherities to Protect Wild

The treaty between Canada ead the 
United States tos p¥otect . migratory 
birds from ruthless slaughter by 
some gunmen should. commend itself 
to most sportsmen, as-well-as to.the 
general public. One of the commis- 
sioners from the United States, at the 
convention of the international asso- 
ciation in Ottawa, seemed to be dis- 
couraged! He declared that alleged 
sportsmen of the two coufitries “were 
not playing the game, ‘and urged that 
the law should be enforced’ with more 
rigor. € 

The chief game commissioner of 
the United States took a more hope- 
ful view. of the situation. He ex- 
pressed confidence in the sportsmen. 
There had been’a great deal better 
faw_ observance than law. enforce- 
ment, he declared. Av small percent- 
age of offenders should not be al- 
lowed -to bring discredit upon the 
great majority, who really tried to 
maintain the best traditions of sport. 

The American commissiogers paid 
special tribute.to thé excellcnce of the 
work done in Canada by the Domin- 
ion Parks Branch.
